New Orleans, Sept. 13—Four men 


•who were in Galveston during the storm 
arrived here this morning: They are 
"W. L. Temple end S. Lewis of the 
Temple-Ellis Tobacco company of South 
Bend, Ind., H. T. Smith, of Yazoo City, 
Miss., and Mr. Mitchell, a New Orleans 
insurance man, Tbe talea they toll of 
the terrible storm-surpass the most vivid 
imagination. 


Xegrocs Rob the' Dead . 


Mr. Lewis recounts how. after Gal- 


• veston was put under martial law Sun- 


day morning, it was discovered the 
r.egroes were robbing the dead 
every- 


where of rings and other jewelry. An 
order was issued by Captain McKibbon, 
in charge, that all negroes caught de- 
spoiling the dead should be shot. Last 
Sunday thirty-three negroes were killed 
and .their bodies taken out in the gulf in 
tugs and thrown overboard. One negro 
had twenty-five human fingers in his 
pockets, each finger wearing a ring of 
greater or less value. Ono soldier killed 
seven negroes in an hour. 


Xlnety Bead Children. 


"The Sisters" Orphan hospital pre- 


sented a terrible scone," said Mr, Lewis. 
"I saw there over ninety dead children 
and eleves dead sisters. ' We took the 
steamer Allen Sharlotte across the bay 
up Buffala bayou to' Houston yesterday 
morning, I saw fully fifty dead swollen' 
bodies floating in the water. I saw and 
counted over 800 dead bodies. 


"The stench in some .of the streets 


was so terrible that we could not pass 
along without vomiting. 
I saw one 


dray with sixty four dead bodies drawn 
by four horses to the wharves, where 
tbe bodies were unloaded on a tug and 
taken out in the ocean for burial." 


I" tlie Depot Nine Hours. 


Mr.'Mitchell said: "I was going-to 


take a train at midnight, and was at the 
depot when the worst of the storm came 
up. 
There were 150 people in the 


waiting-room, We all sat there for nine 
hours. The back part of the depot blew 
in Sunday morning. I went back to 
the Tremont hotel at 9 o'clock. 


"The streets at that time.were literally 


filled with dead and dying people and 
debris. All that day we had no rations 
at the hotel, except beer, which was very 
warm, and oyster crackers."

In their 
effort to guard against extravagance or 
exaggeration the newspaper men have 
so far fallen short in tbeir estimates 
of tbe loss of life.

placed the death list at 
about 1,000. 


Many persons gave much higher fig 
ures, but it was feared that they wero 
exaggerations, 
hence the 
reporters 


made allowances for 
excited menta 


conditions and cut down the estimates. 
It is beginning now to be recognlzec 
that the big figures were nearer cor- 
rect.

Mitchell said: "When men 
are fighting for just wages they can sub- 
sist on very little. At any rate it is safe 
to say that nobody will starve . or want 
for necessary clothing."

for Hazelton, Pa., to personally conduct 
the strike.

What might have been a serious acci-

Someone had 
been making repairs and had left a place 
without properly closing it making a 
dangerous opening through the road 
bed into the flume, 


The horses stepped on this place and 


one of them went through, almost all 
the rear portion of his body being in the 
hole. 
He was tightly wedged in and 


the heavy tongue of the ice wagon had 
to be taken out and used as a lever to 
pry the horse loose before he could be 
taken out of the hole.

Up to jjjg hip8 wei/e 
from his feet 
skinned and bruised and he is so sore 
today that he can hardly move. • 
, That such a place should be left in a 
public alley shows gross carelessness on 
the part of some one. The Ice company 
is anxious to kno-v who is responsible 
for the condition of the alleyway.

Fourteen Persons Drowned 


and Hundreds Pass a 


Night of Terror. 


TWO SCHOONERS SINK 


Mariners All Over .the Inland 


Seas Experience Great 


Peril By Storm. 


DRAMATIC ESCAPES ARE MADE 


Chicago, Sept. 13—Whipped into fury 


by the equatorial 
storm that swept 


northward after demolishing Galveston 
arid ravaging the gulf coast, the great 
lakes adced their quota to the total loss 
and humtn' suffering growing out of 
that tremendous catastrophe. 


Lakes Erie and Michigan report 


large number of disasters, and the ta!e 
is not yet all told; incoming captains in 
this city brought word of having passed 
vessels in imminent peril, with the prob- 
ability that lives would be lost in them. 
The record of the dead so far reaches 
fourteen. 


I.OBS of tlie Lyons. 


Chief of the losses on the lakes so far 


reported was the foundering of the steam 
barge John B. Lyons of Cleveland, off 
Erie, aud the drowning of all but four of 
her crew of sixteen men. 


There is just a bare possibility that 


the reportof the survivors who drifted 
ashore, and who thought the ship west 
down under their feet is incorrect, and 
;hat the shattered hulk, heavily timber- 
aden, is still afloat, supporting some or 
all of the missing men. 


Tugs have been ordered out in 'search 


of the Lyons but there is little probabil- 
ity that she will be found.

The mean temperature for the week 


was slightly lower than that of tho pre 
ceding, but not sufficiently low to check 
the maturity of crops remaining unbar 
vested, and while the nights were 
gen- 


erally quite cool, no frost is reportec 
from any portion of the state. 


Heavy rains occurred during tho early 


part of tha week, especially in the cen 
tral counties, the total precipitation for 
the week in some localities amounting to 
over three inches. In the southern por- 
tion of the state 
only light showers 


occurred, and tho work of'securing the 
remaining crops has progressed rapidly. 
Generally the soil is well stored with 
moisture and in excellent condition' for 
fall plowing. In a few localities in the 
southern counties there is need of ruin. 


The weather continues favorable for 


the maturity of the corn crop, which is 
now practically out of danger from thu 
frost. 
Early plantings are fully 
ripe 


and mostly in shock. 
In a few localities 


tho late plantings will require another 
week, but a large percentage ot the en- 
tire crop baa been harvested. The crop 
as a whole is excellent, both as to quality 
and quant'ty. 


There is practically no change in the 


situation with respect to grain and the 
complaints of molding and heating in 
the stack continue. In many localities 
threshing is completed. In the western 
counties the yield of oats is generally 
good, but for tho remainder ot the state 
(he crop is exceptionally light.

ton, Sept. 13).—Ten ghouls—eight ne- 
groes and two 
whites—were caught 


after robbing bodies. 
Their 
pockets 


were filled with fingers and ears, cut 
trom corpses. 
These pieces of flesh 


bore rings and jewels. The negroes 
were shot down. 


In all about fifty ghouls, despoilers 


of the dead, have been shot down, and 
a negro who attacked a woman has 
>een killed. Martial law reigns here. 
Fiends who, like buzzards, thrive at 
such times as 
this, , are 
shown na 


mercy, are given no trial. The orders 
are to shoot them down and these or- 
ders are obeyed. 


A horde of negro rowdies attacked a 


squad of soldiers guarding St. Mary's 
hospital, Monday night. Hundreds ol 
shots were fired and sixteen negroes 
were killed. Every hour during the 
night other shootings of negro thieves 
were reported at headquarters. Tues- 
day morning a negro attacked a white 
woman and murdered her in the roost 
cold-blooded manner. 
The soldiers 


caught him and blew his head off. Re- 
ports of many similar cases have 
reached headquarters. The public is 
used to .terrible crimes. 
It is almost 


unmoved by these reports. 


Eight .marauders caught looting the 


bodies and wrecking stores Tuesday 
night were killed by the soldiers. The 
pillagers have become bold, cutting off 
fingers to secure diamond rings. 


Houston, Sept. 13.—A reporter has 


telegraphed from Laporte the story of 
the robbery and mutilation o£ the dead 
in Galveston and the death of the of- 
fenders. 


The ghouls were holding an orgia

of a car wheel almost obliterated Dun- 
can Clarke's troupe of female min- 
strels. Their special car was wrecked 
and nine of the company were killed 
—four outright—and six were injured, 
four so seriously that their recovery i; 
a matter of doubt. The company ap- 
peared at Chester and they were billed 
to show at Mound City. The car was 
attached to the Illinois Central fast 
mail train No. 25, and was wrecked 
just after they entered the yards at 
Mounds, thre miles from their desti- 
nation. Those who were killed were: 
Alice Williams, Ollie Enright, Ella 
Patterson, Pat Patterson, Marguerita 
Compella, Anna Bell, Betty Ruby, Kit- 
ty Howard, Faith Hamilton. The in- 
jured: Ettie Elliott, May Martin, Otis 
Well, Duncan Clarke. 


"Kid" Barry was the only one of 


the company how escaped unhurt. As 
the company who escaped unhurt. As 
round to the right and the rear end 


. struck'switch engine No. 12S on a sid- 


ing, which/ demolished the end of the 
car, arTd the wrecks ga was strung along 
the track for 100 feet. The switch en- 
gine also lost its smokestack and was 
otherwise disfigured.
